Caillnux's political career began in
1829, when he became Minister of
Finance in the Waldeck-Rousseau Cabi-
net. He served until 1802, Later he
was appointed to the same post by
Premier Clemencesu, who was his chiaf
accuser in the ecase just ended. Cail-
laux held this office until June, 1811,

when he became such a power in
Freneh politica that he was made
Premier. He resigped in January,

1912, largely as the result of the loss
of French territory in the settlement
arising out of the Agadir incident.
Early in 1914, after he hud accepted
the office of Minister of Finfnee for
the fourth time in the Doumergue
Cibinet, charges were made against
him by Gaston Calmette, editor of
"Figaro,” of complicity in handling the
income tax. As a result of these at-
tacks and a threat by Calmette of mak-
ing further revelations, the nature of
which she feared, Mme. Caillaux went
to the office of "Figaro” and shot the
editbr. She was mequitted of a charge
of murder,
